The word “ license” comes from a Latin word 
meaning “ to allow.” If you have a “ license” , 
it means you have asked perm ission from a 
governmental authority to do a certain act, or 
engage in a certain activity. You may, or may 
not, get the license. The m atter is for the 
authorities to decide. 
Of course, the public welfare is protected by 
some licensing. It makes good sense, for 
example, that persons in the practices of m edi­ 
cine and pharmacy be required to pass stiff 
licensing examinations, and that the licenses 
be subject to review. The same might be said 
for other professions and crafts engaged in 
important work affecting the general public. 
But in a democracy, the licensing of knowledge 
doesn’t work. 
Licensing is the exact opposite of freedom. 
If those who gather news, and comment on 
it, were required periodically to renew their 
licenses, this by itself would act to stultify 
the full feeling of freedom with responsibility 
so necessary to anyone handling news of public 
affairs. Licensed newspapermen wouldn’t feel 
free. They wouldn’t be free. 
American newspapers broke away from licens­ 
ing before the American Revolution. The first 
colonial newspaperman to print an “ unlicensed” 
newspaper was Jam es Franklin. In 1721 he 
established the “ New-EnglandCourant” , a lively 
outspoken, trouble-making newspaper. Before 
that time newspaper publishers took their copy 
to government censors and “ cleared” it before 
publication. “ News” before Franklin’s time was 
generally limited to facts and opinions which 
officials thought safe for the public to read. 
Franklin took out vigorously after the pompous 
religious and political authorities, dropped the 
words “ Printed by Authority” from his front 
page, and was thrown into jail. His New- 
England Courant, folded, and the old licensing 
power was revived. 
After Franklin’s young brother, Benjamin, 
made newspaper publishing respectable, there 
was little further attempt to control colonial 
newspapers. Some historians say it was largely 
the work of skilled journalists and propagandists 
who brought the American Revolution about. 
From the 1600’s in England down to the present 
tim e, men who print the news have been very 
sensitive to any effort by government to censor 
news before it is published. 
There are men in government who would be 
only too happy to censor your news. There are 
strong departm ents in the federal government 
now, which impose an “ internal censorship” on 
news. There has even been official justification 
for telling deliberate falsehoods, so clearly 
enunciated by Assistant Secretary of Defense 
for Public Affairs Arthur Sylvester, who de­ 
fined news as “ weaponry” , and declared that 
where news is concerned, the ends justify the 
means. News about government is getting more 
difficult to report, each day. 
Yet, fear of the government censor is not 
in the mind of American newspapermen. Other 
media are licensed. Those who minimize the 
effect of licensing on free speech should ask 
them selves: “ When did I last hear outspoken 
criticism of the F.C.C. over radio or TV? 
Or, for that m atter, strong editorial comments 
about anything else in government?” 
The people who work on American newspapers 
still have a feeling of freedom . This feel­ 


ing is drawn from the clear knowledge that 
newspaper work is bound up with free thought, 
which is sanctioned as the first law of the land. 
It will be a long, long tim e before newspaper­ 
men run to government for licensing. 
It’s the absence of licensing that makes news­ 
papers free. It’s the absence of restrain ts— 
within responsibility — that define freedom. 
That’s the essential character of our political 
process. . .that’s the essence of good journal­ 
ism. . .and that’s the way we hope it rem ains.

Long-distance driving can be deadly. 
That’s a point to rem em ber with vacations in 
the offering. 
People have died of th irst on highways through 
the southwestern deserts after their cars broke 
down. 
During w inter, m otorists have frozen to death. 
Far m ore common is sore — and sometim es 
badly infected — feet caused by walking m iles 
to the nearest service station for a can of gas 
after the engine gasped and died. 
According to the American Automobile As­ 
sociation, 2.25 million drivers among their 8.5 
million m em bers run out of gas at least once 
a year. 
Nearly 20 per cent of all calls for service on 
major toll highways are calls for fuel delivery. 
If you run out of gas on a m ajor, lim ited- 
access highway, you’re better off than if the 
tank ran dry somewhere between Billings, Mont., 
and Cheyenne, Wyo. Wait long enough on a toll 
road and someone probably will tell a service 
station attendant about you. He’ll come to your 
rescue — for a fee. 
Highway patrol cars in Michigan are equipped 
to pump gasoline through their engines into your 
car. Patrol cars in many states carry cans of 
gas. 
Running out of gas can be only a minor irritan t 
if you have enough money to install a telephone 
in your car. That’s what one man did. When 
his $6,500-car humped to a halt he just reached 
for the phone and called the nearest service 
station. 
A cheaper recourse for m otorists stranded 
for any reason was proposed recently in a na­ 
tional magazine. Everybody would carry an 
inexpensive citizens band radio. No m ore walk­ 
ing. Just ring up the nearest service station, 
describe your problem, and read the newspaper 
until help arrives.

LET’S TRY AGAIN 
There’s hardly a city or town in all M issouri 
that isn’t facing the need to raise taxes, and the 
state government itself is only staving off the in­ 
evitable when it bypasses proposals for tax in­ 
creases this year. 
A Senate committee opened a hearing in Jeffer­ 
son City, Tuesday, on three bills enactment of 
which could earn this state $20 million or more in 
the next couple of years. The hearing has been 
continued until next Monday. 
The bills—Senate Bills No. 8, 9 and 10—pro­ 
pose to move all com m ercial advertising and 
billboards back at least 660 feet from all fed­ 
erally subsidized highways in the state; banish 
junkyards, or hide them, within 1000 feet of 
those highways; and enable the state to acquire, 
establish and maintain recreation areas and 
beauty spots along the highways. 
Refusal of M issouri legislatures in the past to 
comply already have cost the state millions; con­ 
tinued failure to do so may cost us $10 million a 
year in the future. 
Garden clubs, civic clubs and others have 
called for such laws in the past, and the 
Automobile Club of M issouri’s plea adds that 
such bans would save lives and cut down on the 
number of highway crashes—a fact established 
in tests in other states. 
At Tuesday’s hearing, a spokesman for the 
billboard industry said neither he nor the in­ 
dustry was opposed to regulation of billboards, 
it was simply that they didn’t want them under 
federal control. 
Sheer hypocrisy, for the industry has always 
opposed such regulations. Not only that, but it 
well knows that federal “ regulation” merely 
establishes minimum requirem ents, that the rest 
is left in the hands of the states. It isn’t fed­ 
eral regulation that bothers the industry, it’s 
any regulation. 
M issouri highways are literally blighted with 
com m ercial signs—57,688 by actual count along 
its federally subsidized 9300 m iles of highway. 
It is Greene County’s shame that she has more 
than any other county in the state. 
We doubt that any industry will be seriously 
injured by such bans for the sake of beauty. 
Junkyards are to be indemnified within reason, 
billboard companies won’t go broke. 
But even if they should be hurt—well, buggy 
m akers and horse breeders were put out of busi­ 
ness by the automobile, which was infinitely 
bigger in its economic and social impact. The 
coming industry of much of M issouri is tourism , 
many tim es more important than the billboard 
industry. Tourism can be and is being hurt by 
the billboard ugliness of otherwise beautiful 
highways in the state—will be hurt even more 
as other states banish this public blight. 
And doesn’t the prevention of highway crashes, 
the saving of human life mean anything? 
One thing that angers us above all else: The 
people of M issouri are preponderantly in favor of 
the banishment of billboards, but in the past, a 
small but powerful lobby l^ s carried our elected 
representatives and senators in its hip pocket. 
Does it still? We’ll know when we see how the 
legislature acts on these bills.

The M issouri Highway Patrol 
gave 404,511 d riv ers' license 
exam inations in 1965. 
In its sum m ary of d riv ers' 
license exam inations for last 
y ea r, the Highway Patrol re ­ 
ported that 67 per cent of the 
exam inations were passed and 
31 per cent were failed. Two 
p e r cent of the te sts given by 
the Patrol were not completed. 
The written part of the d riv ers' 
license examination was the 
reason for the most failed tests, 
77,414. The road test accounted 
fo r 47,082 failed exam inations. 
The rem aining 1,453 failures 
w ere due to the eye and road 
sign examinations. 
New drivers, those who had 
never been licensed before, took 
309,655 examinations for a M is­ 
so u ri d riv ers' license in 1965. 
O ut-of-state 
drivers 
moving 
into M issouri accounted for 67,- 
458 te sts, and 25,820 exam ina­ 
tio n s were given to those m otor­ 
is ts whose license had expired. 
Seven 
hundred examinations 
w ere given to those drivers 
cited by the D irector of Revenue 
to subm it to an exam ination be­ 
cause of information that they 
w ere incompetent or unqualified 
to safely operate a m otor ve­ 
hicle. 
The 
annual 
sum m ary 
also 
showed that exam iners found 
41,294 defective vehicles prior 
to star'tn g the road test. 
The J itrol gave 660 special 
d riv e i./ examinations to school 
bus drivers last year, and 151 
special 
tests were given to 
postal employees. 
Colonel E. I. (Mike)Hockaday, 
the Patrol Superintendent, noted 
that many of those persons who 
fail the driver license exam ina­ 
tions 
the first tim e, go home, 
upgrade their driving skills and 
knowledge of motor vehicle law, 
then return to pass with points 
to spare.

IN COINS 
One of the highest tributes ac­ 
corded our deceased patriots 
is to be honored on a U.S. coin 
of regular issue.

Franklin D. Roosevelt took his 
place on the dime in 1946. 
The last in the long series of 
classic feminine profiles gave 
ifl) her spot on the 50£ piece 
to Benjamin Franklin in 1948. 
Forty-seven historic 
events 
and famous Americans have 
been com m em orated on half 
dollars. The com mem orative 
coin honored Booker T. Wash­ 
ington in 1951. Acts of Congress 
authorized 
commemorative 
coins 
which are lim ited in 
number 
and sold for a profit 
by private groups sponsoring 
them . The Kennedy coin is the 
first half dollar to 
bear 
a 1 
P resident's 
likeness, and 
it 
is NOT a com mem orative is­ 
sue. It is for general circula­ 
tion.

SOCIALISM IN SWEDEN 
The pattern of modified but 
all-em bracing socialism which 
is m ore and more being adopted 
in our own country has been 
previewed for a generation in 
Sweden. 
This is, in practice, a very 
hard-headed and realistic kind 
of 
socialism , very different 
from the fuzzy utopia or the 
wild revolutionary schem es we 
tend to associate with the name. 
It is Fabian socialism , “ the 
inevitability of gradualness," 
steadily sapping the life and 
en terp rise of a people rather 
than seeking to overwhelm them 
in one single lunge for power. 
Socialism in Sweden, like the 
socialism which we a re begin­ 
ning to adopt, drastically r e ­ 
s tric ts individual earning and 
spending. It curbs and regulates 
alm ost every form of business 
activity. But it does not “ na­ 
tionalize" industries o r choke 
off 
industrial production. It 
sim ply provides that the state 
will control individual earnings 
from production and th eir use. 
The great economic e rro r of 
many communist regim es is to 
have killed the goose that laid 
the golden eggs: personal p ro­ 
ductive 
enterprise. 
Fabian 
so cialist governments simply 
make sure that goose is so 
tightly penned in that he can 
never escape. 
In Sweden, it has been ca l­ 
culated that the average family 
pays more than one-third of 
its annual earnings in taxes, 
while receiving back in beneT 
fits only tw o-thirds of what it 
pays. Rigid rent controls have 
put 400,000 Swedes on waiting 
lis ts for housing. 
It may be that the architects 
of the welfare state have p e r­ 
fected the most successful de­ 
vice in history for enslaving 
men without their knowing it. 
But those who do know it will 
continue to resist. HLH

They w ere first bought by 
Heinz Roll man, a Republican 
candidate for congress from 
North Carolina some 
years 
before. Roll man had purchased 
several hundred elephants from 
the India 
Nepal Gift House, 
Inc., at 3 E. 28th Street, New 
York, to help his election cam ­ 
paign. The elephants were not 
sufficient to elect him in the 
traditionally Democratic state 
of North Carolina, so Roll man 
turned them over to the Re­ 
publican 
Congressional com­ 
m ittee for $1 each.

DEFENSE THOUGHT 
CONTROL 
Hard-hitting young congress­ 
man John Dingell, the Detroit 
D em ocrat, is getting to the bot­ 
tom of some of the most potent 
links

alliance between defense con­ 
trac to rs, the defense depart­ 
ment and retired generals and 
adm irals. 
President Eisenhower, three 
days before he retired from the 
White House, warned the Am eri­ 
can people that this was the big­ 
gest danger they &ced in the 
years to com e. 
Since then, 
several big defense contrac­ 
to rs have gone beyond Ike’s 
warning by putting them selves 
in a position of thought control. 
Here is one case now before

Rubber Company,, 
which m anufactures the Polaris 
M issile, one of the most im­ 
portant weapons in the U. S. 
arsenal, and which also

erates a vast 
network for 
molding 
the 
thought of the 
Am erican people. The FCC is 
considering General T ire’s KHJ 
in Los Angeles. 
Here is the farflung network 
of General T ire and Rubber: 
1. Through RKOGeneral, Inc., 
General T ire operates 19 dif­ 
ferent 
radio and television 
properties, 
including 
the 
Yankee network and RKO Gen­ 
eral Phonevision Co., engaged 
in the pay - television opera­ 
tion at H artford, Conn. 
2. Independent Video Thea­ 
te rs , Inc., owner of a chain 
of motion picture theaters in 
the southwest. 
3. Vumore, Inc., owner of 
a large number of community 
television properties. 
4. Independent Video Thea­ 
te rs , which owns 29.5 per cent 
of H ii B Am erican Corp., 
one of the largest Community 
Antenna TV owners in thecoun- 
try . 


5. RKO Pictures, Inc., is 100 
per cent owned by General T ire, 
which also owns Pittsburgh Out­ 
doors Advertising C orp., 82 p er 
cent; Frontier A irlines, Inc., 
98.6 per cent; and Aerojet-Gen­ 
eral Corp., 84.6 per cent. 
In 
addition, Rep. 
Edward 
Hebert, D<La., has shown that 
A erojet hired 66 retired 
ad­ 
m irals, generals and other m ili­ 
tary officers. 
With television influencing the 
mind of Am erica second only to 
the public schools, and ahead of 
the churches, many people con­ 
sider it dangerous to have big 
defense contractors in a potent 
position to influence the thought 
of the nation.

Federal aid has had many critics but not many 
of them have been Democratic governors. 
Gov. 
Warren E. Hearnes recently made 
speeches in which he emphasized the delusion 
aspect of federal aid as it applies to the states. 
What he said in substance was that many proj­ 
ects, which start out with federal funds, end up 
largely as state supported undertakings. 
There never was a time when people as well 
as states needed to make a searching examina­ 
tion of federal aid. 
At the outset all federal aid looks inviting. 
It is presented in such a way as to make it 
appear easy to obtain and carrying no strings. 
The package is almost gift wrapped. People 
and states are inclined to forget there is but 
one source of all federal aid—the pocketbooks 
of the American people. 
Once the federal hook is set, the need for 
more and more funds follows just as the night 
does the day, and while there may be no strings 
at first, the federal government may and some­ 
times does move toward greater and greater 
control. It has always been true that with money 
goes power whether it is exercised now or 
never. 
The potential for interference and control with 
every aspect of American life goes with every 
federal undertaking. The possibilities if not the 
prospect for interference is awesome. 
States as well as p e o p le have come to recognize 
this and Governor Hearnes is wise to educate 
Missourians of what is involved in federal 
assistance from the standpoint of the state. 
President Lyndon B. Johnson’s Great Society 
is no carefree magic carpet to achieve the 
Utopia that has somehow eluded the American 
people by dint of their own efforts.

LICENSE IS THE EXACT OPPOSITE OF 
FREEDOM 
The word ‘‘license” comes from a Latin word 
meaning “to allow.” If you have a “license” , 
it means you have asked permission from a 
governmental authority to do a certain act, or 
engage in a certain activity. You may, or may 
not, get the license. The matter is for the 
authorities to decide. 
Of course, the public welfare is protected by 
some licensing. It makes good sense, for 
example, that persons in the practices of medi­ 
cine and pharmacy be required to pass stiff 
licensing examinations, and that the licenses 
be subject to review. The same might be said 
for other professions and crafts engaged in 
important work affecting the general public. 
But in a democracy, the licensing of knowledge 
doesn’t work. 
Licensing is the exact opposite of freedom. 
lf those who gather news, and comment on 
it, were required periodically to renew their 
licenses, this by itself would act to stultify 
the full feeling of freedom with responsibility 
so necessary to anyone handling news of public 
affairs. Licensed newspapermen wouldn’t feel 
free. They wouldn’t be free. 
American newspapers broke away from licens­ 
ing before the American Revolution. The first 
colonial newspaperman to print an “unlicensed” 
newspaper was James Franklin. In 1721 he 
established the “ New-England Courant” , a lively 
outspoken, trouble-making newspaper. Before 
that time newspaper publishers took their copy 
to government censors and “ cleared” it before 
publication. “ News” before Franklin’s time was 
generally limited to facts and opinions which 
officials thought safe for the public to read. 
Franklin took out vigorously after the pompous 
religious and political authorities, dropped the 
words “ Printed by Authority” from his front 
page, and was thrown into jail. His New- 
England Courant, folded, and the old licensing 
power was revived. 
After Franklin’s young brother, Benjamin, 
made newspaper publishing respectable, there 
was little further attempt to control colonial 
newspapers. Some historians say it was largely 
the work of skilled journalists and propagandists 
who brought the American Revolution about. 
From the 1600’s in England down to the present 
time, men who print the news have been very 
sensitive to any effort by government to censor 
news before it is published. 
There are men in government who would be 
only too happy to censor your news. There are 
strong departments in the federal government 
now, which impose an “ internal censorship” on 
news. There has even been official justification 
for telling deliberate falsehoods, so clearly 
enunciated by Assistant Secretary of Defense 
for Public Affairs Arthur Sylvester, who de­ 
fined news as “weaponry” , and declared that 
where news is concerned, the ends justify the 
means. News about government is getting more 
difficult to report, each day. 
Yet, fear of the government censor is not 
in the mind of American newspapermen. Other 
media are licensed. Those who minimize the 
effect of licensing on free speech should ask 
themselves: “When did I last hear outspoken 
criticism of the F.C.C. over radio or TV? 
Or, for that matter, strong editorial comments 
about anything else in government?” 
The people who work on American newspapers 
still have a feeling of freedom. This feel­ 


ing is drawn from the clear knowledge that 
newspaper work is bound up with free thought, 
which is sanctioned as the first law of the land. 
It will be a long, long time before newspaper­ 
men run to government for licensing. 
It’s the absence of licensing that makes news­ 
papers free. It’s the absence of restraints— 
within responsibility — that define freedom. 
That’s the essential character of our political 
process. . .that’s the essence of good journal­ 
ism. . .and that’s the way we hope it remains. 
♦ * * 


Long-distance driving can be deadly. 
That’s a point to remember with vacations in 
the offering. 
People have died of thirst on highways through 
the southwestern deserts after their cars broke 
down. 
During winter, motorists have frozen to death. 
Far more common is sore — and sometimes 
badly infected — feet caused by walking miles 
to the nearest service station for a can of gas 
after the engine gasped and died. 
According to the American Automobile As­ 
sociation, 2.25 million drivers among their 8.5 
million members run out of gas at least once 
a year. 
Nearly 20 per cent of all calls for service on 
major toll highways are calls for fuel delivery. 
If you run out of gas on a major, limited- 
access highway, you’re better off than if the 
tank ran dry somewhere between Billings, Mont., 
and Cheyenne, Wyo. Wait long enough on a toll 
road and someone probably will tell a service 
station attendant about you. He’ll come to your 
rescue — for a fee. 
Highway patrol cars in Michigan are equipped 
to pump gasoline through their engines into your 
car. Patrol cars in many states carry cans of 
gas. 
Running out of gas can be only a minor irritant 
if you have enough money to install a telephone 
in your car. That’s what one man did. When 
his $6,500-car humped to a halt he just reached 
for the phone and called the nearest service 
station. 
A cheaper recourse for motorists stranded 
for any reason was proposed recently in a na­ 
tional magazine. Everybody would carry an 
inexpensive citizens band radio. No more walk­ 
ing. Just ring up the nearest service station, 
describe your problem, and read the newspaper 
until help arrives.

LET’S TRY AGAIN 
There’s hardly a city or town in all Missouri 
that isn’t facing the need to raise taxes, and the 
state government itself is only staving off the in­ 
evitable when it bypasses proposals for tax in­ 
creases this year. 
A Senate committee opened a hearing in Jeffer­ 
son City, Tuesday, on three bills enactment of 
which could earn this state $20 million or more in 
the next couple of years. The hearing has been 
continued until next Monday. 
The bills—Senate Bills No. 8, 9 and IO—pro­ 
pose to move all commercial advertising and 
billboards back at least 660 feet from all fed­ 
erally subsidized highways in the state; banish 
junkyards, or hide them, within 1000 feet of 
those highways; and enable the state to acquire, 
establish and maintain recreation areas and 
beauty spots along the highways. 
Refusal of Missouri legislatures in the past to 
comply already have cost the state millions; con­ 
tinued failure to do so may cost us $10 million a 
year in the future. 
Garden clubs, civic clubs and others have 
called for such laws in the past, and the 
Automobile Club of Missouri’s plea adds that 
such bans would save lives and cut down on the 
number of highway crashes—a fact established 
in tests in other states. 
At Tuesday’s hearing, a spokesman for the 
billboard industry said neither he nor the in­ 
dustry was opposed to regulation of billboards, 
it was simply that they didn’t want them under 
federal control. 
Sheer hypocrisy, for the industry has always 
opposed such regulations. Not only that, but it 
well knows that federal “regulation” merely 
establishes minimum requirements, that the rest 
is left in the hands of the states. It isn’t fed­ 
eral regulation that bothers the industry, ifs 
any regulation. 
Missouri highways are literally blighted with 
commercial signs—57,688 by actual count along 
its federally subsidized 9300 miles of highway. 
It is Greene County’s shame that she has more 
than any other county in the state. 
We doubt that any industry will be seriously 
injured by such bans for the sake of beauty. 
Junkyards are to be indemnified within reason, 
billboard companies won’t go broke. 
But even if they should be hurt—well, buggy 
makers and horse breeders were put out of busi­ 
ness by the automobile, which was infinitely 
bigger in its economic and social impact. The 
coming industry of much of Missouri is tourism, 
many times more important than the billboard 
industry. Tourism can be and is being hurt by 
the billboard ugliness of otherwise beautiful 
highways in the state—will be hurt even more 
as other states banish this public blight. 
And doesn’t the prevention of highway crashes, 
the saving of human life mean anything? 
One thing that angers us above all else: The 
people of Missouri are preponderantly in favor of 
the banishment of billboards, but in the past, a 
small but powerful lobby tyis carried our elected 
representatives and senators in its hip pocket. 
Does it still? We’ll know when we see how the 
legislature acts on these bills.

The Missouri Highway Patrol 
gave 404,511 drivers* license 
examinations in 1965. 
In its summary of drivers* 
license examinations for last 
year, the Highway Patrol re ­ 
ported that 67 per cent of the 
examinations were passed and 
31 per cent were failed. Two 
per cent of the tests given by 
the Patrol were not completed. 
The written part of the drivers* 
license examination was the 
reason for the most failed tests, 
77,414. The road test accounted 
for 47,082 failed examinations. 
The remaining 1,453 failures 
were due to the eye and road 
sign examinations. 
New drivers, those who had 
never been licensed before, took 
309,655 examinations for a Mis­ 
souri drivers* license in 1965. 
Out-of-state drivers 
moving 
into Missouri accounted for 67,- 
458 tests, and 25,820 examina­ 
tions were given to those motor­ 
ists whose license had expired. 
Seven 
hundred examinations 
were given to those drivers 
cited by the Director of Revenue 
to submit to an examination be­ 
cause of information that they 
were incompetent or unqualified 
to safely operate a motor ve­ 
hicle. 
The 
annual 
summary 
also 
showed that exam iners found 
41,294 defective vehicles prior 
to staging the road test. 
The J itrol gave 660 special 
drivel J examinations to school 
bus drivers last year, and 151 
special tests were given to 
postal employees. 
Colonel E. I. (Mike)Hockaday, 
the Patrol Superintendent, noted 
that many of those persons who 
fail the driver license examina­ 
tions 
the first time, go home, 
upgrade their driving skills and 
knowledge of motor vehicle law, 
then return to pass with points 
to spare.

Jefferson on the nickel in 1938. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt took his 
place on the dime in 1946. 
The last in the long series of 
classic feminine profiles gave 
up her spot on the 50$ piece 
to Benjamin Franklin in 1948. 
Forty-seven historic events 
and famous Americans have 
been commemorated on half 
dollars. The commemorative 
coin honored Booker T, Wash­ 
ington in 1951. Acts of Congress 
authorized 
commemorative 
coins 
which are limited in 
number 
and sold for a profit 
by private groups sponsoring 
them. The Kennedy coin is the 
first half dollar to 
bear 
a 
President’s 
likeness, and it 
is NOT a commemorative is­ 
sue. It is for general circula­ 
tion.

SOCIALISM IN SWEDEN 
The pattern of modified but 
all-em bracing socialism which 
is more and more being adopted 
in our own country has been 
previewed for a generation in 
Sweden. 
This is, in practice, a very 
hard-headed and realistic kind 
of 
socialism, very different 
from the fuzzy utopia or the 
wild revolutionary schemes we 
tend to associate with the name. 
It is Fabian socialism, “ the 
inevitability of gradualness,** 
steadily sapping the life and 
enterprise of a people rather 
than seeking to overwhelm them 
in one single lunge for power. 
Socialism in Sweden, like the 
socialism which we are begin­ 
ning to adopt, drastically r e ­ 
stric ts individual earning and 
spending. It curbs and regulates 
alm ost every form of business 
activity. But it does not “ na­ 
tionalize** industries or choke 
off 
industrial production. It 
simply provides that the state 
will control individual earnings 
from production and their use. 
The great economic erro r of 
many communist regimes is to 
have killed the goose that laid 
the golden eggs: personal pro­ 
ductive 
enterprise. 
Fabian 
socialist governments simply 
make sure that goose is so 
tightly penned in that he can 
never escape. 
In Sweden, it has been cal­ 
culated that the average family 
pays more than one-third of 
its annual earnings in taxes, 
while receiving back in bene7 
fits only two-thirds of what it 
pays. Rigid rent controls have 
put 400,000 Swedes on waiting 
lists for housing. 
It may be that the architects 
of the welfare state have p er­ 
fected the most successful de­ 
vice in history for enslaving 
men without their knowing it. 
But those who do know it will 
continue to resist. HLH

What the recipients of the 
Republican 
elephants 
didn’t 
know 
was that Congressman 
Whalley 
actually 
purchased 
them not on his Far East trip 
but at a bargain sale. 
They were first bought by 
Heinz Roll man, a Republican 
candidate for congress from 
North Carolina some 
years 
before. Roll man had purchased 
several hundred elephants from 
the India 
Nepal Gift House, 
Inc., at 3 E. 28th Street, New 
York, to help his election cam­ 
paign. The elephants were not 
sufficient to elect him in the 
traditionally Democratic state 
of North Carolina, so Roll man 
turned them over to the Re­ 
publican 
Congressional com­ 
mittee for $1 each. Whalley 
then 
purchased 
IOO and kept 
them throe years, until last 
Christm as.

“ Even though most outdoor 
fisherm en glorify trout or sal­ 
mon as the most enjoyable game 
fish to catch, “ my own choice 
is the B ass or Crappie, either 
largemouth or sm all” says John 
Gipson, one of the area’s big­ 
gest fisherm en. 
B ass and Crappie, of one type 
or other may be taken in alm ost 
any of the states, with the ex­ 
ception of Alaska and Hawaii, 
and both largemouth and sm all- 
mouth B ass may be caught on a 
variety of lu res, including those; 
you norm ally use for trout fish­ 
ing. 
A nglers 
have three major 
techniques, each with its own 
sp ecia lists for the Crappie. 
John Gipson who lives at 129 
Marian 
Street 
in Sikeston, 
started 
fishing when he was 
about nine years old and has 
alw ays liked m ostly game fish­ 
ing and not that of Cat or any 
rough fish. His son John, Jr., 
and daughter-in-law, Judy, are 
the only m em bers of the Gip­ 
son fam ily *who enjoy fishing 
a s his son also lias a fine start 
on hi> fishing quipinent which 
he u ses about as often as his.

December 12, 1919 
When I was a boy, as I have 
said before, there were 
no 
strikes in the country anywhere 
that I know of, or heard of, but 
when a man secured a job he 
was 
glad to hold 
it at the 
wages agreed on with his boss. 
Now, strikes are as common as 
chills and fever when I 
was 
growing up. Nowadays union la ­ 
bor pays little or no attention 
to a contract, but strikes when­ 
ever their employers get in a 
tight place. Even school boys in 
many places have struck for 
holidays or some other friv ­ 
olous 
excuse. In one 
of the 
Balkan states the priests struck 
a few weeks ago for more pay 
and the right to m arry. The 
higher the pay, the more fre ­ 
quent the strikes, which would 
never occur if it were not for 
their walking delegates 
who 
continue 
drawing fat salaries, 
encourage their dupes to keep 
up 
the strike. A little blood 
shedding might stop it. 
When I was a boy people knew 
nothing about canned fruits and 
vegetables, for there was none 
brought on by the merchants of 
any of the towns. On the farms, 
the good wives and daughters 
made all sorts of preserves and 
they were mighty good, too. We 
always 
dried an abundance of 
peaches and apples, and the kids 
-would gather lots 
of persim ­ 
mons, put them where 
they 
would 
dry out and then they 
were just as good or better 
than raisins. In the fall at a l­ 
most every farm house you 
could 
find 
great 
strings of 
pumpkin, cut into strips, hang­ 
ing in the kitchens near the great 
open fire place to dry. With all 
these dried fruits and plenty of 
potatots and cabbage, pork and 
beef and lots of wild game we 
lived like kings. If the fruit 
failed the people just got along 
without it. 
When I was a boy I delighted 
in going coon hunting, and the 
boy who has never felt the thrill 
that comes when he first went 
coon hunting and saw his first 
real coon fight w ill never know' 
how much he has missed My 
best coon hunts were while at 
Fayette. A crippled negro, who 
had been hired to Langdord 
Cook, a tailor, owned the best 
coon dog I have ever seen. 
The negro boy was a mighty 
good fellow, and would take his 
dog and go hunting with us near­ 
ly every Saturday night, and we 
did have some royal coon fights, 
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but if we did not cut the tree 
in which the dog treed a coon, 
he would not hunt any more that 
night- Occasionally our colored 
friend would ask the coon hunt­ 
e rs to his cabin to eat coon 
with him, and none of us ever 
turned down his invitation. That 
crippled negro had a black skin, 
but he surely had a great big 
white 
heart 
in his breast. I 
hope he is now in Heaven with 
a 
harp in his hand, a coon dog 
by his side and a crown on his 
head. There was no color line 
between the white boys and the 
"negro boys 
they played with. 
When I was a boy the woods 
were full of all kinds of game, 
such as deer, wild 
turkeys, 
pheasants, quail, sq u irrel,rab ­ 
bits, etc., to say 
nothing 
of 
the many kinds of varm it and 
all kinds of snakes which were 
quite plentiful all over the land 
and the woods were full of ticks, 
and other 
insects. The first 
rattle snake I ever saw was 
the 
largest one I have ever 
seen 
and came very nearly 
bitting me on the hand 
as 
I 
was suckering tobacco. It just 
missed 
my hand 
and 
then - 
coiled under the tobacco, and 
one of the negro men got 
a 
fence rail and crushed the snake 
and the tobacco plant 
at one 
lick, 
and then 
my 
granddad 
scolded the 
men for ruining 
that plant. 
When I was a boy, people were 
more religious and moral than 
people are today. I am certain 
they had more respect for law 
then and were more law abid­ 
ing than we are now. Say what 
you will we are breaking laws 
every day that we live 
and 
don’t care if we do. Who pays 
any attention to the game law 
regulating the number of birds 
killed in a day? Who pays any 
attention to the law regulating 
the speed of automobiles, the 
trim m ing of hedges, or the law 
forbidding children under 16 to 
run a car? Many things happen 
now to make mobs that did not 
exist when I was a boy. Fo r 
instance, the ease with which 
crim inals are acquitted and the 
easy method of getting a pardon, 
as the fellow who killed a police­ 
man in St. Louis and was sent 
up for life was pardoned after 
one year in the penitentiary on 
Thanksgiving day because he 
helped put out a fire in the pen. 
When a bad crim e is committed 
people just take the law in their 
own hands, instead of leaving it 
to the courts. A life sentence 
in M issouri means from one to 
12 
years, 
rarely more. Too 
bad, but that is the way things 
look to me.

PRISO N INDUSTRY 
PR O V ID ES 2 S E R V IC E S 
The wood products and furn­ 
iture manufacturing plant in the 
M issouri State Penitentiary at 
Jefferson City provides a double 
service to the state— it takes 
largely unskilled prisoners and 
trains them as wood craftsmen, 
and it is a major source of 
standard and custom furniture 
for governmental offices. 
A. O. William s, director of 
the Department of Prison In­ 
dustries, 
explained 
that 
the 
furniture and office equipment 
is manufactured for a state- 
use market--that is, any tax 
supported institution. 
In addition to manufacturing 
furniture, the plant handles a 
large amount of repair work 
for state office furniture. One 
of its major repair customers 
is the state hospital in St. Louis 
which keeps several men in the. 
factory continually busy uphol­ 
stering chairs. 
W'ood products manager Ray 
Bates, a master wood craftsman 
himself, pointed out that one of 
the best services offered by the 
department is the manufactur­ 
ing of custom furniture for state 
offices. 
Often , he 
said, 
the 
state 
acquires an open office space 
and must fill it to serve the 
.needs 
of 
the department in­ 
volved. A recent example ha 
been the Department of Revenue 
offices in St. Louis. 
The 
furniture plant is con­ 
structing 
shelves 
and office 
dividers 
to 
house 
several 
agencies within the revenue de­ 
partment’s office. 
With the innovation of eye tests 
for all drivers seeking to renew 
their 
licenses, 
the 
furniture 
plant also was asked to design 
a 
special 
table 
to hold the 
machines and to test applicants. 
Along more standard lines of 
furniture, the plant generally is 
burdened with orders for single 
armed writing chairs, used in 
classroom s at the various state 
colleges. An order of 300 such 
chairs was sent out this week, 
and about 3,500 are manufac­ 
tured each yer. 
The state colleges also are 
• regular customers for dormi­ 
tory desks, 
wardrobes 
and 
dressers, Bates explained. 
The furniture plant uses about 
100 men all the tim e, W illiam s 
said. However, he pointed out 
that there is a large turnover, 
as the prisoners advance to bet­ 
ter positions or are paroled. 
“ We are still able to produce 
fine furniture,” he explained, 
“ as the plant is organized on

an assembly-line basis from 
curing the wood to finishing 
the product.” Fo r this reason, 
his plant can re-train new men 
all the time and not slow up 
production, as each process is 
broken 
down 
into simplified 
operations. 
Eventually the state director 
of corrections hopes to estab­ 
lish an employment counselor 
to place 
“ graduates” 
of the 
furniture plant in sim ilar posi­ 
tions when they leave the prison, 
W illiam s said, as they consider 
their role in training men for 
a skill as the most important 
product of the Department of 
Industries.

Viet Nam— is sensitive to any 
publication of the role UJS. a ir 
liases there play in the Viet 
lam war. 
UJS. and other newsmen sta­ 
tioned 
in 
Bangkok 
normally 
would report on the U JS. a ir ac­ 
tivity there, but they run into a 
wall of official silence. A recent 
journalistic 
visitor said UJS, 
spokesman in Bangkok now de­ 
cline even to give official brief­ 
ings on UJS. a ir activity from 
Thailand, apparently on orders 
from the Pentagon. 
A recent U .S. news magazine 
article 
outling Am erican ac­ 
tivity there caused particularly 
sharp 
Thai 
reactions. Some 
months ago one Am erican press 
association 
correspondent 
based in Thailand had to leave 
the country, his visa not re­ 
newed, presumably for writing 
about 
the 
U . S. a ir strikes. 
Newsmen are not allowed to 
visit 
the bases to write about 
the real activities. 
However, the Am erican a ir­ 
men speak openly of what they 
are doing. The UJS. a ir role in 
Thailand is perhaps the most 
open secret in a war with such 
gaping security leaks that al­ 
most any Hong Kong liar owner 
can provide a rundown 011 which 
7th Fleet warships are due in 
this liberty port in the next two 
weeks. Presumably Communist 
intelligence is at least as well 
informed.

A ir Force fighter-bombers re­ 
cently arrived in Thailand to 
step up the Am erican a ir effort 
over North Viet Nam.

There is no partici­ 
pation either by the Thai air 
force or the Australian air 
force, which for years has had 
a comtot squadron stationed in 
Thailand under the Southeast 
Asia Treaty Organization (SEA- 
TO) pact. 
In addition to the striking 
forces, the U JS. A ir Force has

reconnaissance planes 
based in Thailand. Occasional 
UJ>. Navy aerial visitors help 
out on search and rescue mis­ 
sions. Helicopters also flyover 
the border to rescue airmen 
downed in Communist territory. 
The United States has several 
■ engineering battalions helping

M ilitary men who to ve served 
in Thailand recently agree with

“ We should withdraw our op­ 
position to the seating of Chi­ 
na,” Fulbright said. But he add­ 
ed: “ It may be too much for 
this administration, just before 
an election, to take that drastic 
step.”

radio 
program. Views sim ilar 
to Fulbright’ s were expressed

In a policy statement, 
they called for U.N. member­ 
ship 
for Red China, negotia­ 
tions on the exchange of diplo­ 
matic 
representatives and an 
end 
to the 
trade embargo 
against mainland China. 


The 198 represented most of 
those who responded to a policy 
statement mailed to 2,700 mem­ 
bers of the Association 
for 
Asian Studies. 
Adm. Ulysses S.G rant Sharp, 
commander of U. S. m ilitary 
forces in the Pacific, said the 
Chinese Communist have avoid­ 
ed the risk of a direct right with 
the United States. 
In an interview in the U. S . 
News & World Report, Sharp 
said the United States “ certain­ 
ly ought to be prepared for any­ 
thing,” but added: “ I don’t be­ 
lieve that the Chinese are ready 
or really desire to take us on, or 
that we are itching on our part 
to have them do it.”

One minor item may touch off 
a hot fight in the House.

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When I Was A Boy 


As compiled by Ralph Gregory, Curator 
of the Mark Twain Shrine, Florida, from 
the writings of the founder of the Appeal, 
B. F. “ Pappy” Blanton, in 1919-20. A 
contemporary of Mark Twain, “ Pappy” 
Blanton wrote of the times and customs 
that were so dear to Twain, and about 
which Twain wrote so many interesting and 
humorous anecdotes, 
(Verbatim copy, with some questions and 
guesses as to missing words) 
B.F. “ Pappy” Blanton_____________________________________ 


December 12, 1919 
When I was a boy, as I have 
said before, there were 
no 
strikes in the country anywhere 
that I know of, or heard of, but 
when a man secured a job he 
was glad to hold it at the 
wages agreed on with his boss. 
Now, strikes are as common as 
chills and fever when I 
was 
growing up. Nowadays union la ­ 
bor pays little or no attention 
to a contract, but strikes when­ 
ever their employers get in a 
tight place. Even school boys in 
many places have struck for 
holidays or some other friv­ 
olous 
excuse. In one of the 
Balkan states the priests struck 
a few weeks ago for more pay 
and the right to marry. The 
higher the pay, the more fre­ 
quent the strikes, which would 
never occur if it were not for 
their walking delegates 
who 
continue 
drawing fat salaries, 
encourage their dupes to keep 
up the strike. A little blood 
shedding might stop it. 
When I was a boy people knew 
nothing about canned fruits and 
vegetables, for there was none 
brought on by the merchants of 
any of the towns. On the farms, 
the good wives and daughters 
made all sorts of preserves and 
they were mighty good, too. We 
always 
dried an abundance of 
peaches and apples, and the kids 
•would gather lots of persim­ 
mons, put them where 
they 
would dry out and then they 
were just as good or better 
than raisins. In the fall at al­ 
most every farm house you 
could 
find 
great 
strings of 
pumpkin, cut into strips, hang­ 
ing in the kitchens near the great 
open fire place to dry. With all 
these dried fruits and plenty of 
potatots and cabbage, pork and 
beef and lots of wild game we 
lived like kings. If the fruit 
failed the people just got along 
without it. 
When I was a boy I delighted 
in going coon hunting, and the 
boy who has never felt the thrill 
that comes when he first went 
coon hunting and saw his first 
real coon fight will never know 
how much he has missed My 
best coon hunts were while at 
Fayette. A crippled negro, who 
had been hired to Langdord 
Cook, a tailor, owned the best 
coon dog I have ever seen. 
The negro boy was a mighty 
good fellow, and would take his 
dog and go hunting with us near­ 
ly every Saturday night, and we 
did have some royal coon fights, 
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but if we did not cut the tree 
In which the dog treed a coon, 
he would not hunt any more that 
night. Occasionally our colored 
friend would ask the coon hunt­ 
ers to his cabin to eat coon 
with him, and none of us ever 
turned down his invitation. That 
crippled negro had a black skin, 
but he surely had a great big 
white heart in his breast. I 
hope he is now in Heaven with 
a 
harp in his hand, a coon dog 
by his side and a crown on his 
head. There was no color line 
between the white boys and the 
“negro boys they played with. 
When I was a boy the woods 
were full of all kinds of game, 
such as deer, wild 
turkeys, 
pheasants, quail, squirrel,rab­ 
bits, etc,, to say 
nothing 
of 
the many kinds of varmit and 
all kinds of snakes which were 
quite plentiful all over the land 
and the woods were full of ticks, 
and other insects. The first 
rattle snake I ever saw was 
the largest one I have ever 
seen 
and came very nearly 
bitting me on the hand 
as 
I 
was suckering tobacco. It just 
missed 
my hand 
and 
then 
coiled under the tobacco, and 
one of the negro men got 
a 
fence rail and crushed the snake 
and the tobacco plant 
at one 
lick, and then my granddad 
scolded the men for ruining 
that plant. 
When I was a boy, people were 
more religious and moral than 
people are today. I am certain 
they had more respect for law 
then and were more law abid­ 
ing than we are now, Say what 
you will we are breaking laws 
every day that we live 
and 
don't care if we do. Who pays 
any attention to the game law 
regulating the number of birds 
killed in a day? Who pays any 
attention to the law regulating 
the speed of automobiles, the 
trimming of hedges, or the law 
forbidding children under 16 to 
run a car? Many things happen 
now to make mobs that did not 
exist when I was a boy. For 
instance, the ease with which 
criminals are acquitted and the 
easy method of getting a pardon, 
as the fellow who killed a police­ 
man in St. Louis and was sent 
up for life was pardoned after 
one year in the penitentiary on 
Thanksgiving day because he 
helped put out a fire in the pen. 
When a bad crime is committed 
people just take the law in their 
own hands, instead of leaving it 
to the courts. A life sentence 
in Missouri means from one to 
12 years, rarely more. Too 
bad, but that is the way things 
look to me.

PROVIDES 2 SERVICES 
The wood products and furn­ 
iture manufacturing plant in the 
Missouri State Penitentiary’ at 
Jefferson City provides a double 
service to the state—it takes 
largely unskilled prisoners and 
trains them as wood craftsmen, 
and it is a major source of 
standard and custom furniture 
for governmental offices. 
A. O. Williams, director of 
the Department of Prison In­ 
dustries, 
explained that the 
furniture and office equipment 
is manufactured for a state- 
use market—that is, any tax 
supported institution. 
In addition to manufacturing 
furniture, the plant handles a 
large amount of repair work 
for state office furniture. One 
of its major repair customers 
is the state hospital in st.Louis 
which keeps several men in the. 
factory continually busy uphol­ 
stering chairs. 
Wood products manager Ray 
Bates, a master wood craftsman 
himself, pointed oui that one of 
the best services offered by the 
department is the manufactur­ 
ing of custom furniture for state 
offices. 
Often, he 
said, 
the 
state 
acquires an open office space 
and must fill it to serve the 
. needs 
of the department in­ 
volved. A recent example ha 
been the Department of Revenue 
offices in St. Louis. 
The furniture plant Is con­ 
structing 
shelves 
and office 
dividers 
to 
house 
several 
agencies within the revenue de­ 
partment's office. 
With the innovation of eye tests 
for all drivers seeking to renew 
their licenses, the furniture 
plant also was asked to design 
a 
special 
table to hold the 
machines and to test applicants. 
Along more standard lines of 
furniture, the plant generally Is 
burdened with orders for single 
armed writing chairs, used in 
classrooms at tile various state 
colleges. An order of 300 such 
chairs was sent out this week, 
and about 3,500 are manufac­ 
tured each yer. 
The state colleges also are 
• regular customers for dormi­ 
tory desks, 
wardress 
and 
dressers, Bates explained. 
Tile furniture plant uses about 
IOO men ail the time, Williams 
said. However, he pointed out 
that there is a large turnover, 
as the prisoners advance to bet­ 
ter positions or are paroled. 
“We are still able to produce 
fine furniture,'' he explained, 
“as the plant is organized on

an assembly-line basis from 
curing the wood to finishing 
the product.” For this reason, 
his plant can re-train new men 
all the time and not slow up 
production, as each process is 
broken 
down 
into simplified 
operations. 
Eventually the state director 
of corrections hopes to estab­ 
lish an employment counselor 
to place 
“graduates” of the 
furniture plant In similar posi­ 
tions when they leave the prison, 
Williams said, as they consider 
their role in training men for 
a skill as the most Important 
product of the Department of 
Industries. 
GOVERNOR SEEKS REVISION 
OF FINANCIAL PROCESSES 
Within 
the past few weeks, 
Dexter Davis, state commis­ 
sioner of agriculture, and Gov. 
Warren E. Hearnes have been 
under 
fire 
for transfers of 
money to pay a 1965 Missouri 
State Fair deficit. 
The Governors press secre­ 
tary, Will C. Davis, pointed out 
last week that this was only 
one example of the need for 
more flexibility in the admin­ 
istration of state agency funds. 
The Governor has sent a pro­ 
posal to the Legislature, now in 
special session, which would al­ 
low 
state 
hospitals, 
for 
Instance, to transfer funds for 
capital improvements or oper­ 
ating expenses between ac­ 
counts, rather than being ltound 
by statutory allocations foreach 
institution. 
Davis said the University of 
Missouri has been operating 
on a similar basis for years, 
under which a lump sum is al­ 
located for operating expenses, 
and Is administered by the Uni­ 
versity, and not by legislative 
enactment. 
The State Fair ended last year 
with about a $100,000 deficit, 
he said, but it largeley was due 
o needed capital improvements 
aot included in the budget ap­ 
proved by the Legislature.

Hearnes transferred 
funds to pay the bills from 
another division of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, according 
to the press secretary.

UJS. and other newsmen sta­ 
tioned in 
Bangkok normally 
would report on the UJ5. air ac­ 
tivity there, but they run into a 
wall of official silence. A recent 
journalistic visitor said UJS, 
spokesman In Bangkok now de­ 
cline even to give official brief­ 
ings on UJS. air activity from 
Thailand, apparently on orders 
from the Pentagon. 
A recent UJS. news magazine 
article outllng American ac­ 
tivity there caused particularly 
sharp 
Thai reactions. Some 
months ago one American press 
association 
correspondent 
based in Thailand had to leave 
the country, his visa not re­ 
newed, presumably for writing 
about the U. S. air strikes. 
Newsmen are not allowed to 
visit the bases to write about 
the real activities. 
However, the American air­ 
men speak openly of what they 
are doing. Tile UJS. air role in 
Tlialland is perhaps the most 
open secret in a war with such 
gaping security leaks that al­ 
most any Hong Kong liar owner 
can provide a rundown on which 
7th Fleet warships are due in 
this liberty port in the next two 
weeks. Presumably Communist 
intelligence is at least as well 
informed. 
Here is the picture of UJS.air 
activity provided by men who 
should know: 
An eighth squadron of UJS. 
Air Force fighter-bombers re­ 
cently arrived in Thailand to 
step up the American air effort 
over North Viet Nam. 
The air activity is entirely 
American. There Is no partici­ 
pation either by Die Thai air 
force or the Australian air 
force, which for years has had 
a comtiat squadron stationed in 
Thailand under tile Southeast 
Asia Treaty Organization (SEA- 
TO) pact. 
In addition to the striking 
forces, the UJS. Air Force has

reconnaissance planes 
lased in Thailand. Occasional 
UJS. Navy aerial visitors help 
out on search and rescue mis­ 
sions. Helicopters also flyover 
the border to rescue airmen 
downed in Communist territory. 
Tile United States las several 
engineering battalions helping

build roads in Thailand. 
Military men who have served 
in Thailand recently agree with 
the estimate of vacationing air­

American 
strength-including Air Force, 
Army and Navy—probably is 
about 17,000in Thailand.

No major policy batUes — 
slmUar to those that erupted 
when Congress debated legisla­ 
tion authorizing the war funds 
— were expected to break out, 
but some hitches may develop. 
The Senate is considering 
making 
some minor amend­ 
ments in the bUl which would 
require House approval. The 
House passed the measure las. 
week by a 389-3 vote. 
Hie funds would be added to 
defense spending for the current 
fiscal year. Funds for fiscal 
1967, starting July I, are the 
subject of hearings now going 
on In the House and Senate. 
Besides bolstering the armed 
services, the bUl includes $415 
mUlion in economic aid. About 
$275 mUlion of the aid money is 
earmarked for South Viet Nam. 
The money bUl is the major 
item on the calendar of both the 
House and Seiate this week. 
Most of the Johnson legislative 
program is still in the hands of 
various committees. 
One minor item may touch off 
a hot fight in the House. Hie bill 
would authorize $750,000 for an 
official residence for Ute vice 
president and Republicans are 
massing forces against it.

The conference attracted 90 to 
100 public agency officials and 
interested citizens from Butler, 
• C arter, 
Ripley, Wayne, Stod­ 
dard, Scott and New Madrid 
Counties. 
Significantly, perhaps, a con­ 
centrated effort to push for a 
horse trail in 
w estern Butler 
County took precedence over 
two major w atershed develop­ 
ments involving a total of 460,- 
710 acres in a four-county area 
and A rkansas. 
At close of the session, con­ 
cerned term ers w ere shaking 
their heads in wonder and try ­ 
ing to account for the lack 
of 
consideration 
given the 
a re a 's biggest industry—ag ri­ 
culture. 
D r. 
Jam es 
W. M cPheeters 
S r., 
a 
vice president of the 
Ozark Regional 
Development 
A ssociation, presided over the 
meeting which had been an­ 
nounced for the purpose of dis­ 
cussing the establishm ent of a 
regional development com m is­ 
sion for the planning of projects 
in the four-county area to in­ 
clude Butler, C arter, 
Ripley 
and Wayne counties. 
The greatest attention 
was 
given the proposed horse trail 
described as a “ spur” to con­ 
nect with 
existing or planned 
horse trails for Ozarks trail 
rid ers. This, it was pointed 
out, would be planned to cover 
at least a fortion of old Indian 
trails described as historical­ 
ly interesting and traversing 
are as near Poplar Bluff. 
Dr. M cPheeters, 
introduced 
Marion West, representative of 
a newly - organized Johnson 
g rass control unit in the Mis­ 
souri Department of Agricul­ 
ture. West reported 
that a 
pasture improvement program 
for marginal lands in 26 Ozarks 
counties has been 
submitted 
a s a proposal for considera­ 
tion under the Economic De­ 
velopment Act. 
The proposal, West said, is 
under consideration “ in Wash­ 
ington” but has not yet been 
funded. 
However, he said, he 
felt sure the pasture im prove­ 
ment program would lie ap­ 
proved. He did not explain how 
such a program might be im ple­ 
mented or how the Ozarks te r­ 
m ers might benefit. 
The 
second speaker intro­ 
duced w*iis Joe Rdwlfcy, Jeffer­ 
son 
City, 
deputy assistant to 
Gov. W arren E . H earnes for 
urban 
affairs. 
Rowley 
an­ 
nounced that M issouri's share 
of federal funds under an am end, 
ment to the Economic Develop­ 
ment Act is only $250,000. 
Rowley suggested that local 
supjtorters of the horse trail 
might apply for funds through 
the Office of Economic Opportu­ 
nity “ to create job opportuni­ 
tie s.” 
Dr. M cPheeters then intro­ 
duced George R. Longhead, re­ 
tired superintendent of the Pop­ 
la r Bluff schools and a rec­ 
ognized historian who has been 
doing extensive research in the 
field of Butler County and South­ 
east M issouri history. 
Mr. Longhead reviewed points 
of historical interest that might 
be 
marked 
on the proposed 
horse 
trail 
and explained 
that two early Indian trails, or 
“ tra c e s" , 
merged in Butler 
County a few m iles west of 
Poplar Bluff, “ near the West 
family term .” 
The trails described are the 
old Virginia 
W arrio r's Path 
originating on the east coast 
of the United States and 
ex­ 
tending westward acro ss Butler 
County to the Rocky Mountains, 
and 
the 
Natchitoches Trace 
which originated in Louisiana, 
extended northward acro ss A rk­ 
ansas and merged with the Vir­ 
ginia W arrior's Trail in Butler 
County. 
Jam es S. Berlin, director of 
the 
Poplar 
Bluff Job Corps 
Youth Conservation Center 12 
m iles north of Poplar Bluff 
in the Clark 
National F orest, 
spoke briefly on the camp pro­ 
gram and explained that it will 
soon be doubled in size to pro­ 
vide for 224 boys. The corps- 
men, he pointed out, come from 
poverty • stricken areas and 
a re all school dropouts. 
San Hunter, New Madrid, one 
of the organizers of the Delta- 
New 
Madrid 
Paper Corpora­ 
tion, 
related details which 
started with 12 men, each of 
whom 
invested 
$1,000 
in a 
speculative

paper m anufacturers in build­ 
ing a newsprint mill “ some­ 
where in Southeast M issouri.” 
The Corporation, Hunter ex­ 
plained, has retained the se r­ 
vices of the E. B. S. Corpora­ 
tion, for supplemental studies 
on the feasibility of establish­ 
ing such a newsprint mill in the 
a re a.

Working together in the four 
counties, Wheetley said, is in­ 
dicative that “ we have finally 
come to realize that we must 
all be concerned with what hap­ 
pens in our neighbonnd commu­ 
nities and counties.

Plans for the Cane Creek 
watershed development, which 
includes a total of 220,420acres 
of which 2,340 ac res lie in 
Clay County, A rk., call for flood 
control and drainage im prove­ 
ments to benefit 106,365 acres 
of bottomland. 
A portion of the Cane Creek 
project felt to be of particular 
benefit to the City of Poplar 
Bluff and to have a potential 
impact on the area economy, 
has been submitted for funding 
under anti-poverty m easures.

SINGAPORE

Indonesian arm y has cracked 
down on the a ir force to prevent 
any attem pt by the airm en to 
overthrow the new m ilitary re ­ 
gime, it was reported here to­ 
day. 
T ravelers from Jakarta re ­ 
ported that the arm y arrested 
the form er air force chief, Air 
Vice M arshal Suryadarm a, last 
Friday. He was considered a 
Com m unist, the reports said. 
Army troops occupied all a ir­ 
ports over the weekend, slash­ 
ing a irc ra ft tire s and removing 
vital p arts from plane engines 
to prevent their use against the 
10-day-old regim e of arm y chief 
L t. Gen. Suharto, the reports 
added. 
Suryadarm a was chief of the 
a ir force from its organization 
during the Indonesian revolution 
against the Dutch until January 
1962, when he was replaced by 
A ir Vice M arshal Omar Dhani. 
Suryadarm a later was made 
telecom m unications m inister in 
President Sukarno's Cabinet. 
Dliani was implicated in the 
attem pted coup last 
October 
and reportedly fled to Cam­ 
bodia. Air force liases reported­ 
ly were used as bases for some 
of the young Communists who 
w ere 
arm ed and trained in 
preparation for the coup at­ 
tem pt. 
The Suharto regim e has won 
full support from the powerful 
N ationalist party, which Sukar­ 
no founded, the official Radio 
Jakarta reported. 
Dr. Ali Sastroam idjojo, the 
p a rty 's leader, pledged a ssist­ 
ance to Suharto's attem pts to 
resto re law and order. Sas­ 
troam idjojo said the party has 
ousted its secretary- general, 
form er m inister without port­ 
folio Surachm an, Radio Jakar­ 
ta added. 
Surachman was one of 15 pro- 
Communist Cabinet m em bers 
ordered under “ protective cus­ 
tody” by the arm y Friday. The 
15 included F irst Deputy P re­ 
m ier Suliandrio, the pro-Peking 
foreign m inister.

nounced plans to bring Gen. Ab­ 
dul H aris Nasution, a militant 
anti-Com m unist, back into pul>- 
lic view when he addresses a 
meeting this week.

in the four-county area to in­ 
clude Butler, Carter,

and Wayne counties.

el ven the proposed horse trail

generals and patriots. His deeds 
proved he was both. 
His friends cannot Improve his 
image or his record; they can 
only recall it.

was called “ the greatest 
general 
and best strategist" 
produced by World War n. He 
was also praised as “ the great- 
est front line general" of World 
War L 
As far as his critics are con­ 
cerned, to paraphrase Omar 
Khayyam, 
neither 
reams of 
barbed 
wit nor 
oceans 
of 
virulence can wash out even a 
word of praise rightfully be­ 
longing to The General. 
No 
critic 
of General Mac­ 
Arthur 
could diminish 
the 
fantastic jobs he did in war and 
in 
transforming a proud but 
beaten Japan into a democracy 
aligned with the world’s 
free 
nation. 
His 
enemies 
called 
him 
“ cold." His friends knew him 
to be compassionate in peace 
and war. 
His words 
in the 
1962 
speech 
at West Point 
put the critics in their place; 
“ . . . . learn to laugh, 
yet 
never forget how to weep. . " 
During 
the dark early days 
in World War II, 
he laughed 
to lift his and others' spirits. 
Once, he wondered aloud to a 
junior 
officer 
who hung 
a 
picture 
of a movie star near 
his bed; “ How 
can you sleep 
with that vamp's 
eyes 
on 
you?" 
His 
critics, most of whom 
never 
met him or saw him in 
person, said .ie was “ aloof." 
His 
closest 
friends never 
saw this aloofness, or a prof­ 
fered friendship refused. 
In war he shouldered 
the 
heaviest of burdens, but his 
attention and warm he^rt were 
constantly directed toward the 
welfare of his men. If supply 
lines were clogged with bureau­ 
cratic inefficiency, they were 
soon cleared. 
His men would 
have warm underwear, food and 
weapons, their morale would be 
high, and there 
would be hell 
to pay if someone thought other­ 
wise, no m atter what the rea­ 
son. 
The 
General 
made 
enemies. 
Good men always 
have. 
One 
of The General's fav­ 
orite words was “ indomitable." 
The word, meaning “ not to be 
subdued, unconquerable, 
in­ 
vincible," truly characterized 
The 
General. 
It 
was 
this 
spirit 
that prevailed in 
the 
heroics 
at Bataan 
and Cor- 
regidor, 
and it was the rea­ 
son MacArthur “ returned" to 
the Philippines to a people who 
loved and revered him. 
His critics termed the broad­ 
cast on the Philippine 
beach 
during MacArthur’s “ return" 
as 
laughable 
sentimentality. 
The 
men who knew The Gen­ 
eral 
called it 
“ inspiring." 
MacArthur's 
critics 
have 
never understood him because 
they did not understand 
the 
patriotic, 
indomitable spirit 
of the man. 


On the beach, The General 
told the people of the Philip­ 
pines; “ Let 
the indomitable 
spirit 
of 
Bataan 
and Cor- 
regidor 
lead on. As the lines 
of battle roll forward to bring 
you within 
the zone of oper­ 
ations, arise 
and strike!" He 
loved 
the word. To him, it 
described the w arriors of his 
Republic and it was synony­ 
mous with his Republic. 
When, in the 
world coun­ 
cils, it was deemed unwise to 
win the Korean “ police action," 
MacArthur pressed 
for vic­ 
tory. 
He could follow no other 
course and could not under­ 
stand how his country and the 
rest of the free world were to 
be made safe by casting aside 
impending victory paid for with 
the blood of American 
and UN 
soldiers. 
But the perpetual 
stalemate 
plan for Korea had already been 
agreed 
to by the appeasers in 
the United Nations. 
The 
in­ 
domitable 
MacArthur 
risked 
the censure he knew would come 
by publicly releasing a state­ 
ment on the weaknesses of the 
enemy. 
The 
statement 
also 
called 
for 
abandonment 
of 
the extraneous issues of For­ 
mosa 
and China’s 
position 
regarding its UN seat. 
He 
announced he 
was ready “ at 
any tim e" to confer on the bat­ 
tlefield in 
an effort 
to pre­ 
vent further bloodshed. 
But 
it was 
too late. He was 
relieved of his command — a 
price he was willing to pay for 
one last grasp at victory. 
His 
own 
words 
which he 
used to describe 
the Ameri­ 
can soldier are his 
best epi­ 
taph; 
“ . . . .In his youth and strength, 
his love and loyalty, 
he gave 
all that mortality can give. He 
needs no eulogy . . .from any 
man. 
He has written his own 
history and written it in red on 
his enemy's breast. . . "

produced by World War II. He 
was also praised as “the great- _ 
est front line general” of World 
War L 
As far as his critics are con­ 
cerned, to paraphrase Omar 
Khayyam, neither reams of 
barbed 
wit nor 
oceans of 
virulence can wash out even a 
word of praise rightfully be­ 
longing to The General. 
No critic of General Mac­ 
Arthur 
could diminish 
the 
fantastic jobs he did in war and 
in transforming a proud but 
beaten Japan into a democracy 
aligned with the world’s 
free 
nation. 
His 
enemies 
called 
him 
“ cold.” His friends knew him 
to be compassionate in peace 
and war. 
His words 
in the 
1962 
speech 
at West Point 
put the critics in their place; 
. learn to laugh, 
yet 
never forget how to weep. • ” 
During 
the dark early days 
in World War IL 
he laughed 
to lift his and others’ spirits. 
Once, he wondered aloud to a 
junior 
officer who hung 
a 
picture of a movie star near 
his bed: “ How can you sleep 
with that vamp’s 
eyes 
on 
you?” 
His 
critics, most of whom 
never 
met him or saw him in 
person, said .ie was “ aloof.” 
His 
closest 
friends never 
saw this aloofness, or a prof­ 
fered friendship refused. 
In war to shouldered 
the 
heaviest of burdens, but his 
attention and warm toi}rt were 
constantly directed toward the 
welfare of his men. If supply 
lines were clogged with bureau­ 
cratic inefficiency, they were 
soon cleared. 
His men would 
have warm underwear, food and 
weapons, their morale would be 
high, and there 
would be toll 
to pay if someone thought other­ 
wise, no matter what the rea­ 
son. 
The 
General 
made 
enemies. 
Good men always 
have. 
One of The General’s fav­ 
orite words was “ indomitable.” 
The word, meaning “ not to be 
subdued, unconquerable, 
in­ 
vincible,” truly characterized 
The 
General. 
It was this 
spirit 
that prevailed in the 
heroics at Bataan 
and Cor­ 
r i d o r , 
and it was the rea­ 
son MacArthur “ returned” to 
the Philippines to a people who 
loved and revered him, 
His critics termed the broad­ 
cast on the Philippine beach 
during M acA rthur “ return” 
as 
laughable 
sentimentality, 
The men who knew The Gen­ 
eral 
called it 
“ inspiring.” 
MacArthur^ 
critics 
have 
never understood him because 
they did not understand 
thi- 
patriotic, 
indomitable spirit 
of the man. 


On the beach, The General 
told the people of the Philip 
pines; “ Let 
the indomitable 
spirit 
of 
Bataan and Cor- 
regidor lead on. As the lines 
of battle roll forward to bring 
you within the zone of oper­ 
ations, arise 
and strike!” He 
loved 
the word. To him, it 
described the warriors of his 
Republic and it was synony­ 
mous with his Republic. 
When, in the 
world coun­ 
cils, it was deemed unwise to 
win the Korean “police action,” 
MacArthur pressed 
for vic­ 
tory. 
He could follow no other 
course and could not under­ 
stand how his country and the 
rest of the free world were to 
be made safe by casting aside 
impending victory paid for with 
the blood of American and UN 
soldiers. 
But the perpetual 
stalemate 
plan for Korea had already been 
agreed to by the appeasers in 
the United Nations. The in­ 
domitable MacArthur risked 
the censure he knew would come 
by publicly releasing a state­ 
ment on the weaknesses of the 
enemy. The 
statement also 
called 
for abandonment of 
the extraneous issues of For­ 
mosa 
and China’s 
position 
regarding its UN seat. 
He 
announced he was ready “ at 
any time” to confer on the bat­ 
tlefield in an effort to pre­ 
vent further bloodshed. 
But 
it was 
too late. He was 
relieved of his command — a 
price to was willing to pay for 
one last grasp at victory. 
His 
own 
words 
which he 
used to describe the Ameri­ 
can soldier are his best epi­ 
taph: 
“ * • . .In his youth and strength, 
his love and loyalty, 
to gave 
all that mortality can give. He 
needs no eulogy . . .from any 
man. 
He has written his own 
history and written it in red on 
his enemy’s breast. , . ”

In Spots

NEW YORK (A P)—Some iso­ 
lated slowdowns in the econo­ 
my’s forward rush a re adding to 
the confusion over what to do 
about inflation. 
Most of the signs still point 
uphill for the business boom 
now rounding out its 61st month. 
But a few of those that often 
indicate what the future has in 
store are lagging or turning 
down. 
And this hesitancy, along with 
the chance that more may be in 
the making, sustains those who 
argue that this isn’t the tim e to 
clamp on the brakes.

Factory m anagers say they 
expect to add to their invento­ 
ries in a cautious manner after 
the big rush to build up stocks 
that helped heat up the economy 
in the closing weeks ofl965. 
A profit squeeze is feared in 
some industries. They cite ris­

costs, 
much 
sm aller gains in output per man 
hour of labor, and the govern­ 
ment’s frowns on raising prices 
to meet these growing co sts— 
and thus keep them from push­ 
ing today’s record profits still 
higher. 
The high cost of borrowing 
may cool the expansion loom in 
coming months, some bankers 
say, although admitting that the 
demand for loans is still high. 
The speculative fever in the 
stock m arket has been pretty 
well 
chilled In the last five 
weeks. And the effect on public 
psychology of an average drop 
of 7 jier cent in stock p rice s— 
with some industry groups down 
as much as 17 per cent—is yet 
to be m easured. Some business 
econom ists think that a general­

SKEPTICISM FOUND THREAT 
TO MARRIAGE 
By Louise Chase 
What 
makes 
a satisfactory 
m arriage? The possession by 
each spouse of such positive 
qualities as warmth, trustful­ 
ness and a sense of responsi­ 
bility certainly helps. And so 
does the ability of each p artner 
to project these qualities effect­ 
ively to the other. 
This 
is 
the finding of Dr. 
Eleanore Braun Luckey, head 
of the Department of Child De­ 
velopment 
and Fam ily Rela­ 
tions, University of Connect­ 
icut, based on a study of 80 
couples sim ilar in age, educa­ 
tion, income, vocation and other 
factors. 
When 
husbands 
and 
wives 
agree that each is considerate 
of the other and is cooperative, 
the m arriage is likely to be 
satisfactory to both, Dr. Luckey 
found. 
When 
one 
partner believes 
him self to be generally aggres­ 
sive and m istrustful, the m ar­ 
riage 
is 
likely 
to 
be less 
satisfactory to both, according 
to the study. 
A wife who adm its she is often 


skeptical of her husband’s mo­ 
tive is apt to be rated as gener­ 
ally m istrusting by her spouse. 
A husband who says that he is 
often likely to doubt his wife’s 
word and is hostile, is apt to 
be found by his wife to be a 
less than satisfacto ry ' mate. 
DISTORTED IMAGES 
Sometimes husbands and wives 
see them selves quite differently 
from 
the way they are seen 
by their p artn e rs. This can 
affect a m arriage positively or 
negatively, 
depending on the 
circum stances, the report indi­ 
cates. For instance, if a man 
thinks he 
is 
generous 
and 
cooperative and his wife credits 
him with these virtues to an 
even g reater extent than he 
thought, the m arriage is likely 
to benefit. 
If, on the other hand, a wife 
believes she is m ore giving, 
self-effacing and cooperative 
than her husband, but her hus­ 
band fails to agree with this 
assessm ent, the m arriage is 
likely to suffer. 
Happily m arried couples, the 
report indicates, believe that 
they share positive qualities 
to about the same extent. 
“ It is striking,” Dr. Luckey 
told Women’s Medical News 
Service, “ that happily m arried 
couples 
often 
seem to hold 
them selves, as well as their 
partners, 
in 
high 
esteem . 
Unde riving their relationship is 
the idea, ‘What can I do to make 
a go of our m arriage?” ’ 
With unhappily m arried peo­ 
ple, the story is quite different, 
according the the investigator. 
She says that a troubled husband 
or 
wife 
seeking 
help from 
a m arriage counselor is more 
likely than not to ask, “ What 
can 
be 
done 
to change my 
spouse?” Seldom, she says, is 
the question put “ How can I 
change to improve my m ar- 
riagp'*” 
Dr, Luckey notes that the qual­ 
ities most likely to contribute 
to less than satisfactory m ar­ 
riages are skepticism and mis­ 
trustfulness.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (AP) — 
Dr. Albert Damon of Harvard 
University thinks that with a 
close enough look he can tell a 
lot about a man, including his 
chances of heart disease or of 
having more sons than daugh­ 
ters. 
Damon, an anthropologist, is 
studying 18,000 men who attend­ 
ed Harvard between 1880 and 
1920. 
His study includes such Har­ 
vard students as Theodore Roo­ 
sevelt, Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and Joseph P. Kennedy. 
Detailed measurements of the 
students' body builds were in 
their school records. Damon 
and others spent years finding 
out what happened to the men. 
Using a computer, Damon is 
checking to see if a man's phys­ 
ical appearance can be used to 
predict his future. 
He has found some relation­ 
ships that held true for his Har­ 
vard group. 
"The stockier the men, the 
more likely they were to have 
sons,” Damon said. 
Are bald men more virile? 


Not 
in 
Damon's 
Harvard 
group. He checked the 25th re­ 
union reports on 1,008 of the 
men who married and found 
there was "no relationships be­ 
tween baldness and either the 
number or the s e x of their 2,775 
children.” 
Damon is checking another 
theory — that Americans are 
getting taller. 


He is checking the frequent 
cases where several genera­ 
tions of one family attended 
Harvard. He has three genera­ 
tions of Roosevelts and two 
generations of Kennedys. 
A key part of his study, fi­ 
nanced by a grant from the 
American Heart Association, 
concerns the relationship of 
body build to the incidence of 
various diseases. 
"Body build has the same as­ 
sociation with heart disease as 
smoking, high blood pressure 
and the amount of serum cho­ 
lesterol in one's blood and a 
greater 
relationship than the 
amount of exercise one gets,” 
Damon said. 
JNew Possibilities of 
Solidarity Studied 


SOUTH BEND, Ind. (AP) — 
A world gathering of Christian 
scholars today pondered dra­ 
matic new possibilities of Ro­ 
man Catholic and Protestant 
solidarity. 
Among the exploratory ques­ 
tions: Should they join in mu­ 
tual celebration of the Eucha­ 
rist, or the Lord's Supper? 
The highly sensitive issue, 
with varying reactions to it, 
came up at the start of an inter­ 
national, pan-Christian confer­ 
ence on implications of Vatican 
Council II. 
It is being held at the Univer­ 
sity of Notre Dame, whose pres­ 
ident, the Rev. Theodore M. 
Hesburgh, called it "the great­ 
est theological event in the 
Western 
Hemisphere in our 
tim es.” 
About 400 leading intellectuals 
of Roman Catholicism, Protest­ 
antism, Eastern Orthodoxy and 
Judaism are taking part in the 
seven-day meeting. 
Opening 
discussions 
made 
clear that many of them regard 
the Vatican Council reforms as 
harbingers to still further de­ 
velopments. 
A Roman Catholic expert on 
worship, the Rev. Godfrey Diek- 
mann of Collegeville, Minn., 
said 
that 
liturgical 
changes 
were restoring the layman to 
"full 
citizenship” 
in the 
Church, and allow wider di­ 
versity. 
This has demolished "theim ­ 
age of the monolithic Church,” 
he said, and tended to make for 
reconciliation with the Protes­ 
tant reform ers. 
In a question period after­ 
wards, when asked about the 
possibility of joint celebration 


of the Eucharist with Protes­ 
tants, he said he himself was 
against it but added:"What the 
ultimate answer will be, I do 
not know.” 
He said that the central act of 
worship presupposed "unity in 
faith” and should be maintained 
as a sign of "unity achieved” 
within the Church fold. Others, 
however, said the Eucharist 
may serve to bring about unity. 
The Rev. John Dunne, a Cath­ 
olic theologian, pointed out that 
since individuals vary and go 
through different stages of men­ 
tal understanding, there is nev­ 
er exact "unity in belief” even 
among Catholics. 
The basic unity is in faith as 
distinct from belief, he said, 
adding: 
"I 
wonder 
if this 
doesn't put a different light on 
the possibility of concelebra- 
tion.”

Economy 
Hesitates 
In Spots

NEW YORK (AP)—Some iso. 
lated slowdowns in the econo* 
my's forward rush are adding to 
the confusion over what to do 
about inflation. 
Most of Ute signs still point 
uphill for the business boom 
now rounding out its 61 st month. 
But a few of those that often 
indicate what the future lias in 
store are lagging or turning 
down. 
And this hesitancy, along with 
the chance that more may be in 
the making, sustains those who 
argue that this isn't the time to 
clamp on the brakes. 
Orders for durable goods have 
taken a surprising drop. Wheth­ 
e r this is temporary is yet to be . 
seen. 
Housing starts also have toll- 
en off more than expected. The 
building 
Industry 
is 
now 
watching to see if spring weath­ 
er will revive their business. 
Factory managers say they 
expect to add to their inventor 
ries in a cautious manner after 
the big rush to build up stocks 
that helped heat up the economy 
in the closing weeks of 1965. 
A profit squeeze is feared in 
some industries. They cite ris* 
lng 
production 
costs, much 
smaller gains in output per man 
hour of labor, and the govern­ 
ment’s frowns on raising prices 
to meet these growing costs— 
and thus keep them from push­ 
ing today's record profits still 
higher. 
The high cost of borrowing 
may cool the expansion boom in 
coming months, some bankers 
say, although admitting that the 
demand for loans is still high. 
The speculative fever in the 
stock market has been pretty 
well chilled in the last five 
weeks. And the effect on public 
psychology of an average drop 
of 7 lier cent in stock prices— 
with some industry groups down 
as much as 17 per cent—4s yet 
to be measured. Some business 
economists think that a general­ 
ly more cautious attitude is tak­ 
ing 
shape, especially in busi­ 
ness circles. 
The goal still is for more ex­

SKEPTICISM FOUND THREAT 
TO MARRIAGE

What 
makes 
a satisfactory 
marriage? Tile possession by 
each spouse of such positive 
qualities as warmth, trustful­ 
ness and a sense of responsi­ 
bility certainly helps. And so 
does the ability of each partner 
to project these qualities effect­ 
ively to the other. 
Tills 
is 
the finding of Dr. 
Eleanore Braun Luckey, head 
of the Department of Child De­ 
velopment and Family Rela­ 
tions, University of Connect­ 
icut, based on a study of 80 
couples sim ilar in age, educa­ 
tion, income, vocation and other 
factors. 
When 
husbands 
and 
wives 
agree that each is considerate 
of the other aud Is cooperative, 
the marriage is likely to be 
satisfactory to l>oth, Dr. Luckey 
found. 
When 
one 
partner believes 
himself to be generally aggres­ 
sive and m istrustful, the mar­ 
riage 
Is 
likely 
to 
tie less 
satisfactory to both, according 
to the study. 
A wife who admits she is often 


skeptical of her husband’s mo­ 
tive is apt to be rated as gener­ 
ally m istrusting by her spouse. 
A husband who says that he is 
often likely to doubt his wife’s 
word and is hostile, is apt to 
be found by his wife to be a 
less than satisfactory’ mate. 
DIS TORTE DIM AGES 
Sometimes husbands and wives 
see themselves quite differently 
from the way they are seen 
by their partners. This can 
affect a m arriage positively or 
negatively, 
depending on the 
circum stances, the report indi­ 
cates. For instance, lf a man 
thinks he 
is generous 
and 
cooperative and his wife credits 
him with these virtues to an 
even greater extent than he 
thought, the marriage is likely 
to benefit. 
If, on the other hand, a wife 
believes she is more giving, 
self-effacing and cooperative 
than her husband, but her hus­ 
band fails to agree with this 
assessm ent, the marriage is 
likely to suffer. 
Happily m arried couples, the 
report indicates, believe that 
they share positive qualities 
to about the same extent. 
“ It Is striking," Dr. Luckey 
told Women’s Medical News 
Service, ‘‘that happily m arried 
couples 
often 
seem to hold 
themselves, as well as their 
partners, in 
high 
esteem . 
Underlying their relationship is 
the idea, ‘What can I do to make 
a go of our marriage?*** 
With unhappily m arried peo­ 
ple, the story is quite different, 
according the the investigator. 
Site says that a troubled husband 
or 
wife 
seeking 
help from 
a m arriage counselor is more 
likely than not to ask, “ What 
can 
be 
done 
to change my 
spouse?" Seldom, she says, is 
the question put “ How can I 
change to improve my mar­ 
riage?" 
Dr, Luckey notes that the qual­ 
ities most likely to contribute 
to less than satisfactory m ar­ 
riages are skepticism and mis­ 
trustfulness.

"I’ll tell you why I won’t," 
volunteered Tony Curtis. "It’s 
because the Oscars are used to 
sell cookies and shampoo. I 
won’t appear tor the same rea­ 
son I stay off all television: I 
don’t want to lie in the position 
of tieing used to sell cookies or 
shampoo. 
"I know of IO other stars who 
feel the same way. Oh, they 
may offer some phony excuse — 
they’re going to be out of town 
or some damned thing. But the 
real reason is that the Oscar 
show 
is sponsored, so why 
should they lend their names to 
it?" 
Curtis was unimpressed by 
the newslhat the Oscar cast is 
not selling cookies or shampoo 
this year but is sponsored by 
Eastman Kodak. 
"I don’t care who the sponsor 
is," he Insisted. "Why should 
the 
motion 
picture industry 
have to go to strangers tor char­ 
ity? That's what it looks like 
when we allow our most impor­ 
tant event to be used to sell oth­ 
er products. 
"I have a better idea. Let the 
studios 
contribute 
$100,000 
apiece and put the show on 
without any commercials. Just 
make the award presentations 
and show the world: This Is our 
best 
work and we’re proud of 
it." 
Curtis 
pooh-poohed 
the 
suggestion that the film compa­ 
nies might be too poor to put on 
the Oscar show. 
"Are you kidding? The studios 
are shoveling money. This is the 
only business in which the com­ 
panies take the money out and 
don’t put anything back in." 
Economics 
aside, 
Curtis 
yearned for the good old days 
before his time, when the Acad­ 
emy was a cozy industry affair. 
"Cary Grant told me how it 
used to be,” he said. "The peo­ 
ple in the business would rent 
the Cocoanut Grove for the 
night, and everybody would be 
there. It was like saying,‘Here, 
Spencer Tracy, here’san Oscar 
for doing the best acting this 
year.' Everyone would toast 
each other and go home happy. 
Why can't it be that way now?"

His stu d y includes such Har­ 
v a rd s tu d e n ts a s Theodore Roo­ 
s e v e lt, Franklin D. R oosevelt 
and Joseph P. Kennedy. 
Detailed measurements ofthe 
students' body builds were in 
their school records. Damon 
and others spent years finding 
out what hapi*ned to the men. 
Using ... , 
| liter, Damon is 
c h e c k in g to .see if a m an's phys­ 
ica l a p p e a ra n c e can be u sed to 
p re d ic t his fu tu re. 
He has found some relation­ 
ships that held true for his Har­ 
vard group. 
"T he stockier the men, the 
more likely they were to have 
sons," Damon said. 
Are bald men more virile? 


Not 
in 
Damon's 
Harvard 
group. He checked the 25th re­ 
union reports on 1,008 of the 
men who married and found 
there was "no relationships be- 
tween baldness and either the 
number or the sex of their 2,775 
children." 
Damon is checking another 
theory — that Americans are 
getting taller. 


Ile is checking the frequent 
cases where several genera­ 
tions of one family attended 
Harvard. He has three genera­ 
tions of Roosevelts and two 
generations of Kennedys. 
A key part of his study, fi­ 
nanced by a grant from the 
American Heart Association, 
concerns the relationship of 
body build to the incidence of 
various diseases. 
"Body build has the same as­ 
sociation with heart disease as 
smoking, high blood pressure 
and the amount of serum cho­ 
lesterol in one's blood and a 
greater relationship than the 
amount of exercise one gets," 
Damon said. 
JNew Possibilities of 
Solidarity Studied 


SOUTH BEND, Ind. (AP) — 
A world gathering of Christian 
scholars today pondered dra­ 
matic new possibilities of Ro­ 
man Catholic and Protestant 
solidarity. 
Among the exploratory ques­ 
tions: Should they Join in mu­ 
tual c eleb ra tio n of the Eucha­ 
r is t, o r the L ord 's Supper? 
The Tilgtdy sensitive issue, 
with varying reactions to it, 
came up at the start of an inter­ 
national, pan*Christian confer­ 
ence on Implications of Vatican 
Council i i. 
It is be*ng held at the U niver­ 
s ity of N o tre D am e, whose p r e s ­ 
ident, the R ev. Theodore M. 
Hesburgh, called it "the g re a t- 
e s t 
th e o lo g ic a l 
event in the 
W estern 
H em isphere in o u r 
t i m e s ." 
About 400 leading Intellectuals 
of Roman Catholicism, Protest­ 
antism , Eastern Orthodoxy and 
Judaism are taking part in the 
seven-day meeting. 
Opening 
discussions 
made 
clear that many of them regard 
the Vatican Council reforms as 
harbingers to still further de­ 
velopments. 
A Roman Catholic expert on 
worship, the R e v . Godfrey Diek- 
mann of Collegeville, Minn., 
said 
that 
liturgical changes 
were restoring the layman to 
"full 
citizenship" 
in the 
Church, and allow wider di­ 
versity. 
This has demolished "the im­ 
age of the monolithic Church," 
he said, and tended to make for 
reconciliation with the Protes­ 
tant reform ers. 
In a question period after­ 
w ards, when asked about the 
possibility of Joint celebration 


of the Eucharist with Protes­ 
tants, he said he himself was 
against it but added:‘*What the 
ultimate answer will be, I do 
not know.” 
He said that the central act of 
worship presupposed "unity In 
faith" and should tie maintained 
a s a sign of "unity achieved" 
within the Church fold. Others, 
however, said the Eucharist 
may serve to bring about unity. 
The Rev. John Dunne, a Cath­ 
olic theologian, pointed out that 
since individuals vary and go 
through different stages of men­ 
tal understanding, there is nev­ 
e r exact "unity in belief" even 
among Catholics. 
The basic unity is in toith as 
distinct from belief, he said, 
adding: 
"I 
wonder 
if this 
doesn't put a different light on 
the possibility of concelebra­ 
tion."

U. S. H istory 


Today is Tuesday, March 22, 
the 81st day of 1966. There are 
284 days left in the year. 
Today's highlight in* history: 
On this date in 1765, the Brit­ 
ish Stamp Act was passed to 
raise revenue in the American 
colonies. Public sentiment and 
mob violence prevented its en­ 
forcement.

In 1794, Congress passed a 
law prohibiting United States 
from carrying slaves to other 
countries. 
In 1790, Thomas Jefferson be­ 
came America's first secretary 
of state. 
In 1933, President Franklin 
Roosevelt signed a bill legaliz­ 
ing the sale of 3.2 beer — it 
was a preliminary 
to 
the 
complete repeal of prohibition. 
In 1944, United States heavy 
bombers attacked Berlin. 
In 1946, Germans rioted in 
Hamburg to obtain more food. 
Ten years ago — Dr. Martin 
Luther King was convicted in 
Montgomery, Ala., of leading 
an illegal boycott against the 
city’s bus lines. 
Five years ago — In a special 
message to Congress, Pres­ 
ident John F. Kennedy called 
for a fresh approach to Ameri­ 
can foreign aid, shifting from 
short-term to long-term goals.

Johnson, De Gaulle 
Methods Different 


By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON (AP) — In the 
Western 
world 
there could 
hardly be two men more differ­ 
ent than President Johnson and 
French President Charles de 
Gaulle. Each has a strong will. 
How they use it makes the dif­ 
ference. 
Johnson is a symbol of sooth­ 
ing syrup, De Gaulle of sand­ 
paper. Johnson's idea of getting 
people to go along with him is 
persuasion of one kind or anoth­ 
er. De Gaulle's is to belt them 
with a mallet. 
The President was the great­ 
est Senate majority leader in 
this 
century 
because, 
in a 
chamber full of independent and 
temperamental spirits, he was 
able to accomplish so much. 
He persuaded, cajoled, did 
favors, persisted, kept his voice 
down. The Frenchman would 
have been a disaster in John­ 
son's Senate job since he seems 
to regard himself as the man on 
the mountain giving orders on 
stone tahlets. 
When the French faced chaos 
in the 1950s, the need for a 
strong man to keep the country 
together was only one of the 
reasons for calling De Gaulle 
from retirement. 
There was this one, too: in his 
lifetime he had become a legend 
representing 
the 
spirit 
of 
France, 
its 
refusal 
to be 
crushed, and perhaps a bridge 
between a golden past and a 
possible golden future. 
Unlike so many other French 
leaders in World War II, he re­ 
fused to yield to the Nazis and 
from England led the opposition 
to the Nazis. He would have 
been a ludicrous nothing if he 
hadn't had the Allies on which 
to rely. 
But in his dreams of grandeur 
about himself and France he 
seems to have lost touch with 
reality: not only in World War 
II but in World War I France 
would have perished if the Al­ 
lies had not bailed her out. 
As French president he has 
ignored that reality and, instead 
of cherishing a strong alliance, 
has splintered it by acting as if 
a rearmed France could now 
stand alone against any enemy, 
which it couldn't.

barricade against Communist 
invasion, and said France would 
assume control of all U. S. 
bases on French soil by 1969. 
When De Gaulle set out his 
views in a letter to Johnson, he 
• got a fast answer: De Gaulle's 
* insistence that foreign liases on 
French soil should come under 
French command was striking 
at the heart of NATOand should 
be discussed within NATO. 
De Gaulle's action could de­ 
stroy NATO unless the other 14 
members united to stand firm. 
They did so quickly and last 
Friday answered de Gaulle. 
They said NATO and the or­ 
ganization established under it 
"are both alike essential to the 
security of our countries. We 
are convinced that this organi­ 
zation is essential and will con­ 
tinue."

would never have 
acted like that. And it's doubtful 
De Gaulle ever would have, ei­ 
ther, if he didn't know that even 
if he left NATO the other mem­ 
bers would rush to his defense if 
France needed them.

Cohen Wins 
8110,000 Suit 
Against U.S. 


ATLANTA, 
Ga. 
(AP) 
—- 
Former gambler Mickey Cohen 
has won a $110,000 suit against 
the federal government. 
His contention that the gov­ 
ernment was negligent in super­ 
vising the Atlanta Federal Peni­ 
tentiary inmate who clubbed 
Cohen with a length of pipe in 
1963 was upheld Monday by a 
UJ>. District Court judge. 
Cohen, 51, is serving a 15-year 
term for income tax evasion. 
UJi. Dist. 
Judge Sidney O. 
Smith Jr. made the award. 
Legal sources said it appar­ 
ently was the first case of this 
type — involving a prisoneras- 
sault — in which the govern­ 
ment has been found negligent 
and damages assessed. 
The lawsuit was filed under a 
1963 Supreme Court decision 
making it possible for a prison 
inmate to sue the government 
under the Tort Claims Act. But 
the controlling case itself, re­ 
versed by the tribunal, has not 
been finally decided. 
Cohen, who is eligible for pa­ 
role this summer, had sought 
$10 million 
from the govern­ 
ment, charging that he was par­ 
tially paralyzed on the 
left 
side, suffered a skull frac­ 
ture and brain damage. 
Tbe judge, who heard testimo­ 
ny without a jury Jan. 31 and 
Feb. 1, ruled that the peniten­ 
tiary was negligent in its super­ 
vision of Berl Estes McDonald, 
the inmate who attacked Cohen 
the night of Aug. 14, 1963, in the 
prison electrical shop. 
Smith said the prisoner should 
not have been allowed to es­ 
cape. 
"Having made the proper de­ 
cision to place McDonald in 
maximum segregation, the gov­ 
ernment was bound to take the 
necessary steps to enforce that 
decision," Smith said. "In this 
respect it failed." 
Smith said [>enitentiary au­ 
thorities had placed McDonald 
in maximum security after he 
was involved in other assaults. 
McDonald, then 35, was serving 
two 10-year term s for forgery 
and assault with intent to mur­ 
der. He was adjudged incapable 
of standing trial for attacking 
Cohen.

Director O'Keane said that in 
the event of an emergency here 
it would take 200 man hours 
to put the hospital Into operation 
--o r 40 men five hours. It is 
important, he stressed, that a 
building be designated for use 
as an "emergency 
hospital" 
such as a school building 
or 
community center or in 
the 


event a community has a hos­ 
pital it can function as an aid 
station or supplement existing 
hospitals. 
The disaster hospital here now 
has a four or five day supply of 
essential medical supplies, but 
O'Keane said that federal gov­ 
ernment is now furnishing sup­ 
plies so that could be increased 
to operate for 30 days.

Johnson, De Gaulle 
Methods Different 


By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON (AP) — In the 
Western 
world 
there could 
hardly be two men more differ* 
ent than President Johnson and 
French President Charles de 
Gaulle. Each has a strong will. 
How they use it makes the dif- 
fcrence. 
Johnson is a symbol of sooth­ 
ing syrup, De Gaulle of sand­ 
paper. Johnson’s idea of getting 
people to go along with him is 
persuasion of one kind or anoth­ 
er. De Gaulle’s is to belt them 
with a mallet. 
The President was the great­ 
est Senate majority leader in 
this century because, in a 
chamber full of independent and 
temperamental spirits, he was 
able to accomplish so much. 
He persuaded, cajoled, did 
favors, persisted, kept his voice 
down. The Frenchman would 
have been a disaster in John­ 
son’s Senate job since he seems 
to regard himself as the man on 
the mountain giving orders on 
stone tablets. 
W’hen the French freed chaos 
in the 1950s, the need for a 
strong man to keep the country 
together was only one of the 
reasons for calling De Gaulle 
from retirement. 
There was this one, too: in his 
lifetime he had become a legend 
representing 
the 
spirit 
of 
France, 
its 
refusal 
to be 
crushed, and perhaps a bridge 
between a golden past and a 
possible golden future. 
Unlike so many other French 
leaders in World War II, he re­ 
fused to yield to the Nazis and 
from England led the opposition 
to the Nazis. He would have 
been a ludicrous nothing if he 
hadn’t had the Allies on which 
to rely. 
But in his dreams of grandeur 
about himself and France he 
seems to have lost touch with 
iH llij ~ not only in World War 
II but in World War I France 
would have perished lf the Al­ 
lies had not bailed her out. 
As French president he has 
ignored that reality and, instead 
of cherishing a strong alliance, 
has splintered it by acting as lf 
a rearmed France could now 
stand alone against any enemy, 
which it couldn’t. 
He kept his British ally out of 
the European Common Market; 
he called the war in Viet Nam 
’‘stupid,** thus ignoring the fact 
that France fought there to hold 
the country as a colony until 
defeated and forced to with­ 
draw; he refused to join the 
United States, Britain and the 
Soviet Union in a limited nu­ 
clear test-ban treaty; he sug­ 
gested France could be leader

of a third world; he recognized 
Red China over American pro­ 
test. 
His 
government 
warned 
Europe against trusting its se­ 
curity indefnitely to the United 
States and on March 9 France 
announced it would pull all its 
troops out of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, which has 
been Western Europe’s first big 
barricade against Communist 
invasion, and said France would 
assume control of all U. S. 
bases on French soil by 1969. 
When De Gaulle set out his 
views in a letter to Johnson, he 
• got a fast answer: De Gaulle’s 
* insistence that foreign bases on 
French soil should come under 
French command was striking 
at the heart of NATOand should 
be discussed within NATO, 
De Gaulle’s action could de­ 
stroy NATO unless the other 14 
members united to stand firm. 
They did so quickly and last 
Friday answered de Gaulle. 
They said NATO and the or­ 
ganization established under it 
“are both alike essential to the 
security of our countries. We 
are convinced that this organi­ 
zation is essential and will con­ 
tinue.” 
Johnson would never have 
acted like that. And it’s doubtful 
De Gaulle ever would have, ei­ 
ther, if he didn’t know that even 
if he left NATO the other mem­ 
bers would rush to his defense lf 
France needed them.

$110,000 Suit 
Against U.S. 


ATLANTA, 
Ga. 
(AP) 
— 
Former gambler Mickey Cohen 
has won a $110,000 suit against 
the federal government. 
His contention that the gov­ 
ernment was negligent in super­ 
vising the Atlanta Federal Peni­ 
tentiary inmate who clubbed 
Collen with a length of pipe in 
1963 was upheld Monday by a 
UJS. District Court judge. 
Cohen, 51, is serving a 15-year 
term for Income tax evasion. 
UJS. Dist. Judge Sidney O. 
Smith Jr. made the award. 
Legal sources said it appar­ 
ently was the first case of this 
type — involving a prisoner as­ 
sault — In which the govern­ 
ment has been found negligent 
and damages assessed. 
The lawsuit was filed under a 
1963 Supreme Court decision 
making it possible for a prison 
inmate to sue the government 
under the Tort Claims Act. But 
the controlling case itself, re­ 
versed by the tribunal, has not 
been finally decided. 
Collen, who is eligible for pa­ 
role this summer, had sought 
$10 million 
from the govern­ 
ment, charging that he was par­ 
tially paralyzed on the 
left 
side, suffered a skull frac­ 
ture and brain cia mage. 
TTie Judge, who heard testimo­ 
ny without a jury Jan. 31 and 
Feb. I, ruled that the peniten­ 
tiary was negligent in its super­ 
vision of Berl Estes McDonald, 
the inmate who attacked Cohen 
the night of Aug. 14,1963, in the 
prison electrical shop. 
Smith said the prisoner should 
not have been allowed to es­ 
cape. 
“ Having made the proper de­ 
cision to place McDonald in 
maximum segregation, the gov­ 
ernment was bound to take the 
necessary steps to enforce that 
decision,” Smith said. “ In this 
respect it failed.” 
Smith said penitentiary au­ 
thorities had placed McDonald 
in maximum security after he 
was involved in other assaults. 
McDonald, then 35, was serving 
two 10-year terms for forgery 
and assault with intent to mur­ 
der. He was adjudged incapable 
of standing trial for attacking 
Cohen.

Director O’Keane said that in 
the event of an emergency here 
it would take 200 man hours 
to put the hospital into operation 
--or 40 men five hours. It Is 
important, he stressed, that a 
building be designated for use 
as an “ emergency 
hospital’’ 
such as a school building or 
community center or in 
the 


event a community has a hos­ 
pital it can function as an ald 
station or supplement existing 
hospitals. 
The disaster hospital here now 
has a four or five day supply of 
essential medical supplies, but 
O*Keane said that federal gov­ 
ernment is now furnishing sup­ 
plies so that could be increased 
to operate for 30 days.
